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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

I.  The  Astronomical  calculations  in  this  work  are  made  to 
true  clock  time.  The  effects  of  Refraction,  according  to  the 
latest  improved  Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the  Equation  of  time,  have 
both  been  applied  to  the  times  of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting  : 
so  that  the  Almanac,  and  a  good  clock,  will  agree  the  year 
round. 

II.  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the  rising, 
setting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Stars, — but  more  accu¬ 
rately  by  the  Sun  Cor  the  southing  of  the  Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star;, 
anywhere  on  or  near  the  40th  degree  of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a  fixed 
Star,  may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  subtracting,  or 
backward  by  adding,  4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  day  of  24  hours,  begins  at  midnight,  and 
morning  (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight  till  noon; 
and  afternoon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from  ntou  till  midnight ; 
this  should  be  remembered  carefully  when  looking  for  the  times 
of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  the  Moon  or  Stars  soon  after 
midnight. 


ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1884  there  will  five  eclipses,  three  of  the  Sun  and 
two  of  the  Moon. 

I.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  on  the  27th  of  Third  Month, 
invisible  at  Washington. 

II.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  on  the  morning  of  the  10th 
of  Fourth  Month,  the  beginning  will  be  visible  as  follows  :  New 
York,  3h.  45m.  ;  Philadelphia,  3h.  40m.  ;  Baltimore,  3h.  34m.  ; 
Cincinnati,  3h.  3m.  ;  the  middle  and  end  occurs  after  sunrise, 
consequently  invisible. 

III.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  on  the  25th  of  Fourth  Month, 
visible  only  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere. 

IV.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  on  the  evening  of  the  Fourth 
of  Tenth  Month,  the  early  phases  occurring  before  the  Moon  rises. 
The  Moon  will  rise  totally  eclipsed,  the  last  phases  occurring  as 
follows  :

THE  EDUCATION  OF  CHARACTER. 


The  only  drawback  to  enthusiasm  in  any  good  cause,  is,  that 
it  may  so  absorb  us  as  to  prevent  us  from  recognizing  some¬ 
thing  else  equally  needful.  Were  we  large  enough  to  in¬ 
clude  both,  the  more  zeal  we  possessed  the  better ;  but  as  we 
are  so  limited  in  power,  we  should  beware  of  exhausting  it  in  i 
a  single  direction.  It  may  be  considered  at  least  questionable,  | 
whether,  in  our  rightful  desire  to  promote  intellectual  educa¬ 
tion  among  our  people,  we  are  not  in  some  danger  of  forgetting 
the  education  of  character.  We  do  not,  because  we  cannot,  i 
overrate  the  importance  of  the  former,  but  we  may,  and,  prob¬ 
ably  do,  greatly  underrate  the  value  of  the  latter. 

In  words,  indeed,  this  is  not  the  case.  We  are  all  ready 
to  declare,  with  emphasis,  our  belief  that  character  is  far 
more  necessary  to  the  welfare  of  the  individual  and  the  good 
of  society  than  any  amount  of  learning  or  information.  Yet 
this  belief  must  be  rather  one  of  the  head  than  of  the  heart, 
for,  unfortunately,  it  does  not  effectively  influence  our  practice. 
The  mental  discipline  gained  by  intellectual  studies  is  eagerly 
craved  by  the  parent  for  his  child,  and  by  every  lover  of  his 
nation  for  her  people,  and  being  thus  eagerly  craved,  it  is,  of 
course,  secured  ;  continual  accessions  are  being  made  to  it  in 
improved  methods — teachers  and  text  books — and  the  best 
thought  of  competent  persons  is  constantly  being  brought  to  J 
bear  upon  it.  Now,  if  we  really  believed  in  our  own  hearts 
what  we  profess  to  hold, — that,  important  as  this  all  may  be, 
the  possession  of  a  good  character  for  truth,  honesty,  fidelity, 
and  industry  is  vastly  more  important, — should  we  not  see 
fruits  of  such  a  belief  exhibited  in  at  least  equal  efforts  to 
promote  it? 

It  is  true  every  parent  hopes  that  his  child  will  have  it, 
and  many  a  faithful  mother  inculcates  moral  principle  so 
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earnestly,  and  presents  so  high  an  example  of  it  in  her  own 
life,  that  her  children  grow  up  well  fortified  against  tempta¬ 
tion.  This,  however,  is  by  no  means  universal,  and  to 
neglect  it  is  not  considered  near  so  disgraceful  as  to  neglect 
having  a  child  taught  to  read  and  write.  Conscientious  teach¬ 
ers,  too,  strive  hard  to  train  the  moral  faculties  of  their  pupils, 
but  they  labor  at  a  disadvantage.  Their  efforts  are  neces¬ 
sarily  desultory;  they  have  neither  time  nor  experience  nor 
preparation  for  the  task  ;  provision  for  it  has  not  been  made 
in  the  system,  and  they  have  to  contend  with  difficulties  which 
discourage  and  dishearten  them. 

The  truth  is,  that  moral  training  has  yet  to  be  organized 
and  systematized,  before  it  can  be  carried  on  with  efficiency 
on  a  large  scale,  and  this  will  not  be  done  until  its  importance 
is  more  fully  felt  than  at  present.  It  is  taken  for  granted,  in 
a  loose  kind  of  way,  that  a  good  character  will  come  of  itself 
to  most  people.  No  one  supposes  that  knowledge  comes  of 
itself;  that  mental  power  can  be  gained  without  trouble;  that 
a  trade  or  profession  can  be  successfully  pursued  without  pre¬ 
vious  systematic  preparation.  Yet  all  or  any  of  these  are 
more  possible  than  that  a  character,  worthy  of  respect  and  ad¬ 
miration,  should  spring  up  without  being  built,  or  without 
either  care  or  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  builder  of  the 
materials  he  uses,  or  the  way  in  which  to  combine  them. 

To  any  one  who  patiently  and  thoughtfully  considers  the 
relative  value  to  the  world,  to  the  nation,  to  the  family,  to  the 
individual,  of  character,  and  of  what  is  popularly  called  educa¬ 
tion.  it  will  be  a  matter  of  profound  astonishment  that  so  much 
time,  thought,  and  resources,  should  be  expended  on  the  one 
and  so  little  on  the  other.  Take  the  workman  who  is  indus¬ 
trious,  sober,  honest  and  truthful,  hut  who  has  barely  learned 
to  read,  and  place  him  side  by  side  with  another  who  has  en¬ 
joyed  years  of  mental  training,  but  who  is  lazy,  or  intemper¬ 
ate,  or  unfaithful.  No  one  would  hesitate  in  pronouncing  the 
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former  a  far  more  valuable  member  of  society,  a  better  hus¬ 
band  and  father,  a  better  citizen,  a  better  and  happier  man. 
So  the  college  bred  man  who  may  have  takeu  honors  and  be¬ 
gun  a  brilliant  career,  but  who  is  a  spendthrift  or  gambler,  or 
dishonorable  in  business,  or  self-indulgent,  is  vastly  inferior, 
considered  in  any  point  of  view,  to  the  man  who,  with  but  few 
advantages  of  culture,  has  firm  principle,  provides  for  his 
family,  and  lives  honorably  before  the  world. 

So  in  every  case  where  moral  character  and  intellectual  ac¬ 
quirements  are  compared,  it  must  be  to  the  superiority  of  the 
former.  Whether  the  parentis  providing  for  the  honor  and 
happiness  of  his  child,  or  the  Government  is  planning  for  the 
social  value  of  its  citizens,  the  work  of  character-building 
must  take  precedence  of  mental  culture,  both  in  time  and  im¬ 
portance. 

The  extreme  delicacy  and  difficulty  of  this  part  of  edu¬ 
cation,  afford  one  reason,  doubtless,  why  it  is  so  largely 
put  aside.  This,  however,  when  admitted,  should  give  an 
additional  incentive  for  bringing  all  our  powers  to  bear  upon 
a  subject  at  once  so  important  to  human  welfare,  and  so  little 
understood.  Character  is  formed  by  habits,  habits  by  re¬ 
peated  actions,  and  actions  result  from  awakened  feeling^. , 
If  we  would,  then,  successfully  build  up  character  worthy  of 
esteem,  we  must  present  motives  to  right  action,  and 
strengthen  the  tendencies  to  such  action  by  securing  con¬ 
tinuous  repetition.  Not  by  perpetually  reiterating  rules  of 
conduct,  insisting  on  one  thing  and  denouncing  another ; 
not  mainly  by  reasoning  or  explaining,  or  holding  up  con 
sequences  to  view;  but  by  so  operating  upon  the  emotions 
and  desires  as  to  strengthen  the  higher  and  weaken  the  lower 
and  by  thus  developing  the  germs  of  moral  principle  which 
exist  in  every  heart,  are  good  habits  formed  and  charactei 
established. — Ledger.
